American people is to divorce

selfish and unconscionable group from

farmer has at his command a means 
whereby 
he can materially reduce 
acre costs or increase the output of 
his land, says W. W. Weir, associate 
soil technologist of the United States 
Department, of. Agriculture. 
Per­ 
haps that fact is not news to many 
farmers who have been using rota­ 
tion in their crop system; they know 
it is a beneficial practice. 
They may be surprised, however, 
says Mr. Weir, to learn that crop ro­ 
tation is nearly as effective in 
in­ 
creasing soil productivity as the use 
of manure and commercial fertilizers. 
Furthermore, 
crop 
rotation can be 
practiced usually with no outlay of 
money, whereas It he use of commer­ 
cial fertilizers require an expenditure 
of money. 
A study of the long-continued soil 
fertility experiments of this country 
and of England, made by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has brought out 
some important facts about crop ro­ 
tation in its relation to soil productiv­ 
ity. 
In general, says Mr. Weir, they 
show that rotation without the use of 
manure or commercial fertilizers 
is 
nearly as efficient in effecting crop in­ 
creases as the use of fertilizers with­ 
out rotation. The beneficial effects of 
crop rotation are different from the 
benefits derived from the use of fer­ 
tilizers; so that when these two farm 
practice® are combined the one prac­ 
tice adds to the benefits of the other, 
making the resultant increase almost 
twice /that secured by either practice 
used alone. 
On soils 
long 
under 
cultivation 
highest yields are possible only when 
rotation and the use of fertilizers are 
practiced together.

Continuous Early Mowing 
of Crop Makes Big De­ 
crease in Yield. 


Catting alfalfa In the bad state, 
if this practice la made continuous, 
markedly decreases vigor of growth 
of the plants, the stand, and the yield, 
and penults encroachment of grasses, 
workers of the Kunsas agricultural 
experiment station have determined 
through experiments carried on over 
an eight-year period. 
“Considering all factors," says a 
report written hy i'rof. S. (X Salmon, 
Dr. C. O. Swanson, and C. W. Mc- 
Oampbell, authors of technical bul­ 
letin 15, “Experiments Relative to the 
Time of Cutting Alfalfa,“ of the agri­ 
cultural 
experiment station, 
“it is 
doubtful If any fanner can afford to 
cut continuously or even generally 
earlier than tenth-bloom stage In fields 
which it is desired to maintain in al­ 
falfa. 
Full Bloom Too Lato. 
“On the other hand, it la doubtful 
if tho difference in yield in favor of 
fUil-bloout cutting Is sufficient to Jus­ 


tify delaying the- beginning of cutting 
until that stage of growth is reached, 
especially in view of the poorer quali­ 
ty of hay and the tower yield if cutting 
Is unexpectedly delayed by bad weath­ 
er or other factors. 
“Where the crop can be harvested 
promptly a safe plan will be to permit 
the alfalfa to reach one-fourth or one- 
half bloom stage before cutting is be­ 
gun. 
If the mower can be started In 
some fields before a safe stage Is 
reached, injury can perhaps be pre­ 
vented by seeing to it that the same 
field la not cut early for sacceaslva 
crop«. 
If the hay Is to he fed to 
horses, 
the 
best 
prsctice, 
without 
doubt, is to cut when the plants are 
in full bloom. 
Cut First Crop Early. 
“Results secured suggest tbs possi­ 
bility of cutting the first crop early— 
when in tenth bloom or la the bud 
stage—and delaying successive cut­ 
tings in the same season until the 
crop reaches full bloom or nearly so. 
It Is quite probable that permitting 
the second and later crops to reach 
full bloom will prevent the damage 
which would otherwise result from 
early cutting of the first crop.** 


Kill Canada Thistles in 
Fields of Small Grain 
The campaign against tha Canada 
thistle pest will soon open, and all 
aorta of advice will be given. 
Here 
la the flrat gun fired by the Ohio ex­ 
periment station: 
“To eradicate Canada thistles In 
fields of small grain the uae of smoth­ 
er crops ia the moat effective. 
For 
this purpose alfalfa and sweet clover 
hsve given the best results. 
Fields 
now In winter wheat may be sown to 
alfalfa In March, provided the soil has 
been sufficiently limed to Insure a 
heavy stand of Alfalfa. 
If the field 
Is to be sown to grain In the spring, 
the alfalfa or sweet clover should be 
drilled In at the same time aa the 
grain. 
“Cultivated 
crops 
when 
possible 
should be planted far enough apart In 
the row to permit of croas-cultlvatlon. 
“To clean up permanent grass lands, 
orchards In aodi* meadows, pastures, 
fence rows, and roadsides, recourse 
may be had to herbicides or poison 
sprays. 
The soluble arsenltes are the 
only ones which have thus far proved 
satisfactory. 
These are applied with 
a power or compression sprayer. 
“Thistles la small isolated patches 
can be successfully disposed of by cut­ 
ting the green shoots with a spade or 
hoe Just below the surface of the 
ground. The operation must be re­ 
peated as often and as long as green 
shoots appear.“

Durable Leather Flowers 
Can Be Made at Home 
L eather flow«>r-\ which are very at­ 
tractive, 
used as trim m ing on 
felt 
bats or as boutonnieres, can be made 
at home. They will be more durable, 
also, as the leather In those purchased 
ready-m ade In the shop«, is of a cheap­ 
er grade. 
The first step, after having bought 
a piece o f leather, is to decide on the 
design o f the flowers and leaves and 
cut them out 
It has been found a 
good plan to make a circle with a 
com pass and draw a diam eter across it 
us a guide, then the sem i-circles can 
be divided Into as many petals as de­ 
sired. A fter the flower has been worked 
out in the rough, as it were, lt-ls then 
easy to shape it with a pair of scissors. 
M oulding the p etals com es next. W et 
the leathei*well and run a blunt instru­ 
ment (a handle of n teaspoon will do) 
several tim es down each petal from 
end to end. 
If this is done from the 
outside, the p etals will be convex, if 
from the inside, concave. 
T he tips of 
the petals can be rolled up by the 
thumb. Leather is very pliable while 
It Is wet and if dried quickly before a 
strong fire, w ill generally retain the 
shape given to It. T he leaves are made 
in the same manner as the petals, veins 
can be drawn on them with a knitting 
needle. 
The assem bling o f the various parts 
is the next step in this interesting oc­ 
cupation. 
T he outer petals should be 
larger in su e than the inner ones and 
decrease in size until the center is 
reached, one fitting into the other. The 
center holds the w hole flower together 
and can be m ade in a number of dif­ 
ferent w ays— a tiny artificial flower, a 
bead, small beads in wire circles, a 
piece of rich brocade or even of the 
leather 
wound 
around 
a button or 
bead, a wire thrust through the ma­ 
terial 
used 
and wound around the 
petals on the outside com pletes the 
flower and without the aid of a needle 
and thread. 
T he w ire used should l* 
very fine. 
» 
If one desires to vary the flower» or 
make them more elaborate, the petal« 
can be painted or tinted.

Three quarters of a century 
ago 
the North Missouri Railroad, now a 
part of the Wabash system, was in 
corporated. 
The date was March 3 
1851. The road was designed to run 
from St. Charles to the Iowa State 
line, in the direction of Des Moines 
An energetic convention met in St 
Charles the following year, and plan 
hed measures concerning state 
aid 
private, municipal and county sub 
soriptions, and other angles of 
the 
project. The standard of the conven­ 
tion was “Union Harmony, Action" 
The prospective route was extend 
ed from St. Charles bo St. Louis, 
connection of immense future value 
to both North Missouri and St. Louis 
Private capital was scarce, and the 
general sentiment favored the use of 
public credit. 
The State authorized 
certain of the early roads 
to issue 
bonds which it guaranteed, taking a 
first lien on the roads for its own se­ 
curity. 
The State granted the North Mis­ 
souri Company |2,00,000 of this 
aid 
on December 23, 1852; $2,000,000 on 
December 10, 1855, and $1,500,000 on 
March 3, 1857. The company forfeit­ 
ed part of the last grant by failing to 
pay the interest on the bonds of Jan­ 
uary 1, 1859. In all, the North Mis­ 
souri drew $4,500,000 of state aid. 
Work on the first division was be­ 
gun in June, 1854, under a contract 
with Sanger, Stewart and Truesdail. 
This part of the road, 19.2 miles be- 
witeen St. Louis and St. Charles, was 
opened for business August 20, 1855.

CROP ROTATION AS VALUABLE 
AS MANURE ANI) FERTILIZERS 


In the practice of crop 
rotation 
a 
fanner has at his command a means 
whereby 
he 
can 
materially rcdbcc 
arre costs or increase the output 
of 
his land, says W. VV. Weir, associate 
soil technologist of the United States 
Departm ent. of. 
.Agriculture. 
Per­ 
haps that fact is not news to 
many 
farmors who have been using rota­ 
tion in their crop system; they know 
it is a beneficial pradtice. 
They may lie surprised, however, 
snys Mr. Weir, to learn that crop ro­ 
tation is nearly os effective in >in- 
ereasing soil productivity as the use 
of manure ami commercial fertilizers. 
Furthermore, 
crop 
rotation can lie 
practiced usually with no outlay of 
money, whereas it he use of commer­ 
cial fertilizers require nn expenditure 
of money. 
A study of the long-continued soil 
fertility experiments of this country 
and of England, made by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has brought out 
some important facts about crop ro­ 
tation in its relation to soil productiv­ 
ity. 
In general, says Mr. Weir, they 
show that rotation without the use of 
manure or commercial fertilizers 
is 
nearly as efficient in effecting crop in­ 
creases as the use of fertilizers with­ 
out rotation. The beneficial effects of 
crop rotation are different from the 
benefits derived from the use of fer­ 
tilizers; so that when these two farm
